Engelbert Dollfuss, Chancellor of 
Austria, four summers before. In 
March 1938, D, Kurt von Schusch- 
nigg, who had succeeded Dollfuss, 
was the big news story. The Nazis 
had imprisoned him. 

It was night when I reached 
Cologne on the way in.““Ate# 
o'clock the departure hour 
was set at midnight. There was 
an immense beer hall across from 
the station. It was jammed with 
more than 1,000 noisy men and 
women. Most of the men were 
young and in uniform. Wide red 
banners with the swastika cross 
black upon them were hung from 
the beams and walls. The huge 
hall rang with singing, laughter 
and shouting. The great German 
venture had begun. Mussolini had 
been bluffed. Hitler had said, 
“Germany has become greater 
Germany and wil! remain so.” 


Dim Light 

It was 2 o'clock before the 
train pulled out of the station. 
There were many cars of troops 
and two for civilians. I stood 
there in the dim light of a packed 
corridor while the train and the 
hours crawled. It was late that 
day when we reached Passau and 
the border. And there, weary and 
beat, I ate, buying sausage, bread, 
cheese and chocolate bars from 
the vendors. 


- It was after midnight and many 
jerking halts when we reached 
Vienna. I can remember every 
hour of that long, tedious trip. 
Every city and town was dec- 
orated. Every house, out of fear 
or fervor, had its own swastika 
emblem. 


Those days in Vienna have 
taken on a sort of unreality with 
the passing of years. It is diffi- 
cult, sometimes, to believe all I 
saw. One of these experiences was 
to see individual rights disappear. 
Another was to attain that inex- 
plicable ability one soon acquires 
ef being able to feel the presence 
of a police state with its fear and 
terror. 


1 saw the strong abuse and 
mock the weak. An old dignified 
man of about 70, his hair silver, 
his face and bearing civilized, was 
made to scrub a sidewalk free of 
an anti-Nazi sign painted there 
before the Germans came, The 
young bullies in boots and uni- 
form, the swastika emblem on 
their arms and caps, kicked and 
pushed him, laughing. I made a 
pledge then, never yet broken. I 
saw books burned and watched the 
newsstands empty of foreign 
hewspapers and books.

state hospital at Milledgeville.” 


If the psychiatric center operat- 
ed with a turnover every two 
weeks, which a psychiatrist said 
is the usual minimum period, the 
center would treat 1,800 persons a 
year.

PARIS—Soviet Premier Khru- 
shchev’s proposal to put free 
West Berlin under neutral or 
four-power security garrisons had 
been foreshadowed in his recent 
talks with British Prime Minister 
Macmillan. This was disclosed 
Monday night as Macmillan com- 
pleted the first day of his round 
of talks on the Berlin and Ger- 
man questions with French gov- 
ernment leaders.

It was remarked also that there 
was ambiguity in the Russian 
description of the role of the 
neutral or four-power security 
garrisons. 


According to news agency re- 
ports, Khrushchev said in one 
breath that these forces would 
have the task of guaranteeing the 
free city status of West Berlin. 
In the next he specified that the 
security garrisonns could not in- 
terfere in the city’s internal life.

State Hospital Is 
Shame to Georgia 


An investigation will be made of the 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 

This one may turn out to be, as some 
others have been, a semiwhitewash. We 
trust not. The hospital is political dyna- 
mite largely because of the vested in- 
terests built up around it. 

Almost everyone, because of a sense 
of guilt, is touchy about the institution. 
We have seen the Fulton County Medical 
Society leap before it looked when the use 
at Milledgeville of experimental, un- 
licensed drugs under one-man super- 
vision was revealed. 

Use of such drugs was not criticized. 
Certainly they are a part of research. But 
we do say that no one man should have 
the power to play God with human be- 
ings. The famed Menninger clinic in 
Kansas, the outstanding one in America, 
promptly said it does not use such drugs. 
Other states reported they did not, or if 
they did that they proceeded with com- 
mittee decision and the knowledge of rel- 
atives of patients. 

Yet so touchy is the general sharing 
of guilt about the shameful conditions at 
Milledgeville that individual doctors 
rushed in to defend the practice of aliow- 
ing one man, without permission save 
that of the most theoretical nature from 
patients’ relatives, to administer experi- 
mental drugs. At the huge warehouse full 
of patients the medical staff reportedly 
is able to provide individual mental cases 
something like an average of 30 minutes 
per month of the kind of attention 
needed. ie 

Why can’t that excite those physicians 
who so quickly rushed to the defense of 
the way in which unlicensed drugs are 
handled at Milledgeville? 

The state of Georgia in the three es- 
sential areas of mental care is in either 
48th, 47th or 45th place. 

No amount of whitewash or pious res- 
olutions will change that. The shame of 
the state is an old one. It has been re- 
vealed time after time. We suggest that 
the medical associations think twice be- 
fore they defend such a shameful status. 

Where is the public and state leader- 
ship to speak up and take the lead? We 
can have a legislative or medical investi- 
gation. If there is no follow-up conditions 
will be the same. The mental patients of 
Georgia still will be in one of the lowest 
rated such hospitals in the nation. We will 
then sink back into apathy and let those 
human beings, many of whom could be 
cured if properly treated, sink back into 
the role of life-termers in a prison called 
a hospital. 

We are all guilty. We still adhere to 
a medieval system of committing mental 
patients. We do not have screening clinics. 

Here in Atlanta the Grady Hospital 
psychiatric clinic is so much a part of 
medical politics that it is not yet prop- 
erly staffed. The money could be found 
if there were a will to find it. 

Medical politics can be at times as 
stultifying as politics at the State Capitol. 

Let us repeat: Whatever the investiga- 
tion itself reveals will not change a thing. 
The mental hospital still will be one of 
the state’s shames. Our care of mental 
patients still will be ranked as among 
the lowest in the nation. 

Let the investigation come. It either 
will help change that status or it will re- 
enforce it. We can do something or offi- 
cially sweep it once more under the rug.

State Also Must Help 


Public Transit Service 


Mayor Ben West, of Nashville, Tenn., 
is perfectly correct when he charges that 
public transit is being treated like a “po- 
litical football.” 

At the Georgia Highway Conference 
here yesterday Mayor West laid facts 
and figures on the line in a sensible, 
straightforward discussion of what’s in 
store for the urban commuter in the fu- 
ture if present trends continue. He pre- 
dicted that by 1975 there will be 80 
million automobiles crowded upon the 
country’s highways and that there will be 
a population growth of perhaps 60 million 
persons, 97 out of 100 of whom will lo- 
cate in or adjacent to urban centers. 

Certainly no one can deny an adequate 
public transit system is essential under 
these conditions if the motorist isn’t go- 
ing to flounder in a sea of traffic con- 
gestion with consequent disastrous ef- 
fects upon the downtown core shopping 
and business area. 

Everyone has an interest in seeing 
that public transit prospers, expands and 
improves its services. .Cities, however, 
can’t do it all. | 

The state, too, has a direct responsi- 
bility to create a tax climate in which 
the public transit company can survive. 
Without an enlightened attitude on the 
part of state government, the most pes- 
simistic of forecasts surely will mate- 
rialize.

Iraq’s Premier Kassem 
Sits on Dynamite Keg 


Conflicting claims are coming from 
Iraq. The government insists a revolt 
by an army group has. been put down. 
The rebels deny this. 


Experts on the subject believe Iraq’s 
present government eventually will fall. 
They shope, of course, the fall is away 
from communism. They would much pre- 
fer a new government to orient itself 
toward Egypt rather than Moscow. 


Failure of Iraq’s revolutionary gov- 
ernment to establish itself is due to sev- 
eral factors. One is that the former gov- 
ernment of Nuri es-Said was so ruthless 
that no political parties developed. There- 
fore, there is no trained leadership in 
the arts of governing a country. The Com- 
munist Party, which is used to operating 
underground, emerged as the one group 
with know-how and organization. 


But another factor is that Premier 
Kassem, who proved himself a good 
maker of revolutions, has demonstrated 
he is no administrator. He and his gov- 
ernment have been vague and wncer- 
tain. The lot of the people has not im- 
proved. The vagueness and uncertainty 
of the Kassem government have worried 
not merely Nasser but the West, which 
had hoped for a successful, independent 
Iraq. 

A good guess is that the revolt is not 
over. And if this phase is concluded, it 
is but temporarily so.

Satety Belongs First 
In School Bus System 


Georgia’s school bus system should be 
subjected to the closest kind of scrutiny 
with a,view toward correcting deficien- 
cies. 

Overloading is a rather common prac- 
tice. While there is no evidence that such 
in itself is a cause of accidents, it stands 
to reason that individuals’ chances of sur- 
vival in case of a serious accident are 
lessened if the bus is overcrowded. Such 
seems to be the case in the recent tragedy 
in which nine children lost their lives in 
Tift County. 

Another potentially dangerous factor 
in the Georgia setup is the age of school 
bus drivers. Many of them are elderly. 
It is doubtful their reflexes are as quick 
as they should be. It would be well to 
pay more attention to physical fithess 
and other qualifications and less to poli- 
tics in selecting drivers. 

The mechanical conditions of buses 
must be checked constantly. Any that 
are obsolete should be replaced. 

The survey of the school bus situation 
being made by Joe DeFoor, financial 
analyst for the State Department of Ed- 
ucation, should be helpful. 

At the outset, though, it is obvious 
that it will take more financial support 
than the state and local systems are 
providing to make all the improvements 
needed in the transportation of students.

Wage-Price Spiral 
Must Be Checked 


WASHINGTON—It is more than ever evi- 
dent that when labor and management sit down 
at the bargaining table, the public has a tre- 


mendous stake in the outcome. During the next nine months the 
stake will be unusually great because the bargaining table will be 


unusually busy. 

The reason is that during this 
period 154 wage contracts and the 
wage clauses of 62 other labor- 
management contracts covering 
4,174,000 workers come up for re- 
negotiation. At the same time de- 
ferred pay raises or automatic 
cost-of-living adjustments fall due 
for 1,444,000 other workers. 

The year 1959 therefore 
will see mounting pressure for 
wage increases, mounting pres- 
sure for price increases and the 
prospect of a further rise in the 
cost of living. 

I am not suggesting wage in- 
creases are undesirable either 
from the standpoint of manage- 
ment or the public. I am not sug- 
gesting wage increases automati- 
cally have to bring price in- 


creases. I am suggesting that the 


public has a valid interest in 
checking the wage-price spiral 
and in bringing inflationary pres- 
sures under control. 

This is why most economists 
agree that it is in the national 
interest to see that new wage in- 
creases are kept within the bounds 
of the increases in productivity. 

This is why President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell and Secretary of the 
Treasury Anderson and others 
have been counseling labor «and 
management to use enough self- 
discipline to halt voluntarily 
wage-increase-price-increase in- 
flation so as not to bring on a

WASHINGTQN—In the personal and political 
crisis of recent days, Washington has begun to

creases can be kept to a level 
which will not require price in- 
creases. 

My information is that the most 
responsible leaders of the indus- 
try want to do everything possi- 
ble to assimilate any new wage 
increases without a price rise and 
would be prepared to take a strike 
to avoid a price rise. 

It seems to me we are at a 
point in the self-management of 
our economy when we must have 
an agreed method of measuring 
productivity, which we don’t have 
now.

Atlanta historian Franklin Gar: 
rett said that he saw the General 
on trips to Chicago ‘‘about three 
times a year. The railroad has 
kept it in excellent shape, and | 
hope Georgia will do the same.

“Because of the frequent 
bombings,”’ she said, “our fam- 
ily moved to a little idyllic 
town called Naantali. In sum- 
mer, it was a popular place for 
people fond of bathing. Every 
morning my sister and I used to 
fly to the beach, barefooted and 
waving our swimming suits. 
In the winter, there was plenty 
of good skiing terrain.” 


After six years there, the 
family moved to a neighboring 
city on property where, “‘in the 
olden days there had been a 
mansion.”” “Part of the wild 
garden was still there,” Tuula 
recalled. 


Chriskel Bluggel recalled the 
days of her childhood at Dort- 
mund during World War: Il 
when “Russian soldiers gadded 
about and killed without any 
reason.” Criskel’s father was 
head engineer and manager of 
a construction company, co 
owner of another company then. 
She was three years old when 
her family left their home to 
move to Thulen, a village 80 
miles away. 


“My father,” she recalled, 
‘had built a weekend cabin in 
this mountainous region in order 
to protect us from the severe 
bombings over Dortmund. We 
stayed at Thulen till the war 
Was over.”

“Oh, Mother,”” they explain impatiently, “haven’t you ever 
wanted anything DIFFERENT?” 


That’s my cue to give my speech about “if it’s clean and whole 
and fits you and is comfortable and suitable, what more. . .” 
etc., etc. The truth of the matter, as they like to point out, is 
that fashion-wise, I’m blood sister to those Proper Bostonian women 
of whom Cleveland Amory wrote so charmingly. 


You remember the lady who when asked where Boston women 
get their hats repeated in astonishment: “Where do we get our 
hats? We HAVE our hats.” 


Of course, in the Amory book there was the lady who went 
all out and bought a new hat. She went to New York for this pur- 
chase and so naturally the saleswoman was strong and had to be 
briefed on her needs and desires. And, according to Mr. Amory; 
the lisle-stocking lady from Boston accomplished the briefing thus: 
“I’m from Boston, I’m a Unitarian and I wear drawers. That 
will tell you the kind of hat I want.” 


There’s a theory in Boston, thrift is partly responsible for the 
sturdy stout-booted monotony of the ladies’ attire, but there’s 
more to it than that, of course.

After we'd waited about 20 minutes, 
and I was past the stage of impatience, he sud- 
denly jerked on his string. It tightened, swished 
sideways, and a rainbow jumped four feet above 
the surface of the river. Hand over hand, he 
brought it in, a brightly marked fish that was 
twice as large as any in my creel. 


“YOU,” he said philosophically, “let- fish 
choose your lure. My way, I choose trout and 
get size I want.” 


He caught three more rainbows—big ones—in 
the same manner, and I climbed the winding 
trail to his little cabin to eat them with him and 
his charming family.

Polyps May Be 
Potential Cancers 


In regular checkup examina- 
tions the most rewarding finding 
from the point of view of early 
detection .of possible cancer is the 
discovery of what are called rectal 
or intestinal polyps. 


In the rectum and the 
part of the large intestine just 
above the rectum, called the sig- 
moid, polyps have a special sig- 
nificance because some of them 
may have already become malig- 
nant and all of them have to be 
regarded as potentially so. 


The reason why they all have 
to-be regarded seriously is that 
many of them are so-called 
adenomas. These adenomas may 
already be cancerous or may 
later gradually be transformed 
inte cancers. 


The discovery of such tumors 
is made most often by looking 
into the rectum and sigmoid with 
an instrument called the procto- 
scope or sigmoidoscope. 


With this examination, which 
should be included in all complete 
physical examinations, these little 
polyps are found and removed 
either by fulguration, a word used 
for searing them with a cautery, 
or by excising them. 


Since cancer of the rectum 
and sigmoid is actually very 
often accessible both to the 
physician’s examining finger 
and to view with the “scope,” 
it should be always be discov- 
ered in an early stage by these 
relatively simple examinations. 


But. tragically, many people ig- 
nore ‘such warnings as bleeding 
from the rectum. From 12 to 14 
per cent of all cancers occur in 
the rectum and colon, and half 
of these 12 to 14 per cent of total 
cancers occur in the rectum and 
a quarter in the sigmoid, the 
area just above the rectum. 


One of the reasons for negli- 
gence of the warning given by 
bleeding is the fact that hem- 
orrhoids are .a common cause of 
bleeding and are so commonly 
found. But while these may appear 
to be the obvious explanation, a 
good principle to follow is to be 
sure that hemorrhoids are exclu- 
sively and solely the source oi 
this abnormal bleeding.

West chose the two of spades 
as an opening lead. While the 
opening underlead of an ace at 
a suit contract is irregular, 
North’s strong bidding very likely 
marks him with the king of 
spades. If declarer is lacking 
the queen he will almost surely 
misguess the holding. Declarer 
played low from the dummy, and 
East played the nine. Technically, 
this is the sound play, but prac- 
tically, East should realize that 
unless West has chosen this mo- 
ment to underlead the ace there 
is no spade trick for the defense, 
since the club suit will provide 
discard. South won with the ten 
and returned the jack of clubs. 
West lost no time in winning the 
trick and again underled the ace 
of spades. The jack was played 
from dummy, and a spade came 
back to the ace. With book in, 


West then led a diamond and it. 


went queen, king, ace. 


Declarer led the three of hearts 
to dummy, a choice which in a 
moment he was to regret. On the 
second lead the queen fell, and 
dummy proceeded to lead clubs, 
declarer discarding two diamonds. 
On the next club East ruffed 
in with the ten of hearts, and 
South overruffed. Now, had de- 
clarer access to dummy, he could 
discard the remaining diamond 
on dummy’s good club. Retention 
of the three of hearts would have 
permitted him to enter dummy at 
this time by means of the five.
